5.  A&K Condict Ranch to Cedar Breaks: 15 miles – 45 minutes 
 Crucial Range; discuss M&V Condict Project – 30 minutes 
6.  Cedar Breaks to USFS Brush Cr. Center: 15 miles – 25 minutes 
 RESTROOMS – 15 minutes 
7.  USFS Brush Cr. Visitor Center to Mullison Cr.: 5 miles – 15 minutes 
 Summer Range – 30 minutes 
8.  Mullison Cr. to Saratoga: 25 miles – 40 minutes 
 Return to PVCC
